He asked if was because of the condition and 
was assured that was not the reason and that the 
head and face were in very presentable condition 
as the head wound being on the rear would not be 
seen and that "the eight sitches that were taken 
in the scalp would be covered by the hair." My 
friend indicated on his own head that the front 
wound would be abouttwo inches toward the rear 
of the front hairline and about 2 x k or 3 inches 
to the right of the midline of l he skull. This 
from Burkley whom he also knew well. If you want 
me to question him more or if this is something 
you hadn't known about please let me know.
